REMARKS/ARGUMEINTS 

Claims 4, 10-12, 14-18^ 20-30 and 32-57 are pending. As noted above, claims 10, 15^ 18, 
27, 34, 41 5 53 and 54 have been amended. Support for these aiBendnients may be found 
throiighout the Specification.^ Applicants respectfu!ly submit that no new matter is added. 

Applicants also wish to thank the ExaxBiner for the indication that claims 4, 21 . 33 and 39 
are allowed and that claims 55-57 contain allowable subject matter. 

Applicants respectliuny request reconsideratiGn of this apphcation based on the follo wing 
remarks. 

finul O Mce Action: Entry of Amendments 

Entry of this Atnendment is proper under 37 C.F.R. §1 .116 since this Amendment: (a) 
places the applicatioii in condition for allowance for reasons discussed herein; (b) does not raise 
any new issue regarding inrther seaich and/or consideration since the Amendment aiiipUfies 
issues previously discussed throughout prosecution; (c) does not present any additional claims 
wthout canceling a corresponding number of tSnal ly-rejected claims; and (d) places the 
application in better form for appeal, should an appeal be necessary. Entry of the Amendment is 
thus respecttully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 10-12, 14-18, 20, 22-30, 32, 34-38 and 40-49 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) 
as being impatentabie over U.S; Patent No. 6,049,716 to Jutig in view of IJ^S- PMent No. 
6,532,363 to Pussitien. Claims 50«52 ai^e rejected under 35 USC § 1 03(a) as being unpateiitable 
over Jung in view of Pussinen , andibither in view of US Patent No. 6^208,858 to Antonio et al. 
(hereinafter ''Antomo''). To the extent the rejection remains applicable to the claims as amended ^ 
Applieants respectfully traverse this rejection as follows. 

To estabUsh a prima/acfe case of obviousness, aU of the claimed features must be taught 
or suggested by the reterences and there must be some suggestion or motivation^ in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art,

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to modify the reference or to combine reference teachings.^ 

Jxmg and Pii^sinen, alone oi in combination, fai! to disclose or suggest tiie features recited 
by the claims. Specifically, refcimng to independent claims 10, 15, IS, 27, 34, 41, 53 and 54, 
Juiig and Pussinen tail to disclose or suggest apparatus or methods for modifying or setting a 
transmission param,eter of a wireless link depending on soft handoff detection, and more 
specifically, modifying or setting a frame size defining a time over which a frame of data is 
transmitted to a first value/size or a second value/size depending on if a mobile station 
communicating via the wireless lin^ is detected as entering or leaving a soft handoff 

For example, the OfBce Action, on pages 2 aiid 3, astserts that Jung discloses a proeessing 
subsystem configured to set the frame si^e to a firsit value or a second value in response to 
detecting that the mobile station is entering or leaving mft handbfE as recited in claim 10, In 
particular, the Office Action, on page 2, asserts that Jung discloses ""setting a frame size to a first 
value/size (based on the niunber of base stations [that were] added) or a second value/size (based 
on the number of base stations [that were] droppedVVciting to tig, 6^ coL 5. lines 35-67 and col. 
7, lines 26-38. Applicants, however, respectfuily disagree. 

Jung, in col. 5, lines 35-67 and col. 7, lines 26-38, dtSGloses that after recei\ing a handoff 
direction message the mobile station adds atid removes ceils from an. active set based upon 
received pilot strengths. Adding or removing a cell from an active set stored on a ntobile station^ 
however, does not disclose or suggest modifying or setting a frame si ze defining a time over 
which a ftame of data is txammitted to a first value/size at a second value/size, as recited in 
amended claim 10. tjimphasis added). 

"Thus, Applicants siibmit that the disclosure of Jung does not disclose or suggest 
modifying or setting a iirame size defming a time over which a frame of data is transmitted to a 
first value/size or a second value/size dependitig on if a mo bile station communicating via the 
wireless liiik is detected as entering or leaving a soft handoff, as recited in amended claims 10. 
15,18, 27, 34,41, 53 and 54. 

Pussinen and Antonio fail to disclose at least the above recited features, and therefore, 
fail to cure the above noted deficiencies of Jung-

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For at least the above xeasons, Applicants submit thatindependent claims 10, 15, 18^ 27, 
34j. 41j 33 and 54 are allowable over the cited references. 

Claims 1 L 12, 14, 16, 17, 20, 22-26, 28^30, 32, 35-38, 40, 42^52, which depend from a 
respective one of the independent claims, are likewise allowable for at least the same reasons, m 
well as for the additional features recited therein. 

Therefore, based O^j the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
witlidraw the reiection of clainis 10-12, 14-18, 20, 22r30> 32, 34-38, 40-49 and 50-52 under 3S 
use § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jung in view of Pussinen mid/or Antonio.
